ARTICLE 1: SCOPE OF WORK

ARTICLE 2: THE CONTRACT SUM 





The OWNER shall pay CONTRACTOR for the performance of the contract 
the unit price sum of Eight Thousand One Hundred Twenty and no/100 
($8,120.00) Dollars. In the event the amount of work is increased 
or decreased by OWNER, the contract sum shall be increased or 
decreased according to the unit price schedule set forth in the 
CONTRACTOR'S proposal. 


ARTICLE 3: PROGRESS PAYMENTS 





The OWNER shall make payments on account of the contract as 
provided herein, as follows: 


Monthly progress payments will be made by OWNER upon submission of 
a statement of quantities of work completed and/or materials 
supplied to the jobsite as of the end of each month. On or about 
the 15th day of the following month, ninety (90$) percent of the 
value of the work performed up to the first day of that month 
(based on the contract price of labor and materials incorporated 
in the work) and as estimated by the CONTRACTOR and approved or 
revised by the Engineering Department of the OWNER less the 
aggregate of previous payments, will be paid by OWNER to the

ARTICLE 4: ACCEPTANCE AND FINAL PAYMENT 





Final payment shall be due at the time the work is fully completed 
and accepted and the contract is fully performed. 


Upon filing of a Completion Affidavit by the CONTRACTOR that the 
work is ready for final inspection and acceptance, the Board of 
Public Works & Safety will direct the Engineering Department of 
the OWNER to promptly make such inspection.
